The need of donated clothing among the freedmen is rapidly diminishing.—The number of persous voluntanly laboring for their benefit is in- 


crensing. 
The season is at hand when we have been expecting most of those able to support themselves, would have labor on plantations. 


I have long been anxious tv have the time come when ull Superintendents and their assistants could be relieved by voluntary labor of the deli- 
cate and unpleasant responsibility of distributing these goods. We think it is near, and you wili prepare yourself in accordance with the following 


plan, to receive an order neither to distribute nor to open any more donated goods. 

The district Superintendents will ask frem the societies operating in their districts, a volunteer laborer, to act as receiving und distributing 
agent, and secure a room for him, and will do ull in their power to facilitate the work of these agents. 

A depot is desired ut Cairo, Memphis, Helena, Little Rock, Vicksburg and at Natchez, at once. 

The distribution will be made to the needy, from these depots, through teachers, missionaries and other benevolent persons, us the different 


parties donating the goods may direct. 
Each Superintendent will require of the acent distributing xnong the peorle under his care, a monthly statement of the goods received, 


from what sources,—-when distributed, to whom, ete.

Dear Sir :— 


Perhaps I cannot better answer the many inquiries in regard to the origin and object of the organization of the 9th and 7th La., Reg- 
iments of A. D., than by making the following general statements : 

The care of Freedmen, had, in spite of all trials to the contrary, imposed itself upon the commanders of our advancing armies, and shown the 
neveessity of a distinct ciass of officers. 

Alike tne simple principle of subdivision of labor, the pee pean duties of Superintendents, so unlike all other army duties, the vast amount of 
work required of them, enforced the necessity. 

The army felt and acknowledged it, so of every one who looked at the subject. 

There was difficulty in. getting officers and men detailed, they had duties arduous and sufficient in their old organizations. Beside, guards had 
been found necessary in many instances, first of white soldiers, afterwards of black, from the force demanded in the field. But their officers 
might have no fitness for the work of supervision—the able-bodied freedmen mostly went into the regiments for active service. Certain male 
blacks were found necessary to build cabins, provide wood and perform the various labor required in the care of the women and children, and 
those entirely dependent. These, organized, could, at the same time, do the guard duty required for the care and industry of the people, and re- 
lieve so many able-bodied men for active service. Officered by the men fit for superintendents, they constituted the organization exactly adapt- 
ed for the supervision and protection of the freed people and their industry, 

General Grant, who had most patiently attended to all the perplexing peculiarities of the subject, so unique for the consideration of a comman- 
der in the field, saw this fitness and recommended the organization; Adjutant General Thomas was at hand, vested with ample authority by 
Secretary Stanton, and ordered the organization of the 9th in September last. This was filled at once, except where.special obstacles were 


ee thrown in the way,—the fitness became more appavent—the necessity of another regiment manifest, and the 7th was ordered. 


Great care was exercised in the selection of the officers, that they should be of the strictest integrity and altogether of the right *pirit, as well 
as men of ability and attainments adapted to the work in hand; at once military, business; and humane in a peculiar degree. As furas possible 
they were found among those whose fitness had been tested by the labors of the previous months or year. 

The fleld and staff officers were those considered qualified for the more general duties—in each company care Was taken to have one officer or 
more, adapted for the businnes of sopervision, either local or general, and one or more with military qualifications to bring the con anies up to 
the highest standard of efficiency. : | 

Made up, as the regiments were, throughout the Department, from Island 10 to Natchez, where thix special duty was required, the , plications 
for offices were very numerou.—affording an opportunity for the most choiee selection. So great was the care to secure the right meg that some 
of the places were left unfilled for months, 

The organization of the regiments might have been considered sufficiently laborious for those engaged in it, but the necessities of the people in 
the approaching winter were before them, and though looking at the completion of the organization as one of the greatest means of expediting 
the comfort of the people, they bated not a jot or tittle the untold labors of general and local supervision, hunting up and pressing every means of 
industry —providing food, shelter and clothing, directly from the sources at their command, and inviting voluntary laborers and charity to come 
to their aid ; putting special stress upon the importance of the just payment, by all parties, both Government and private, of all sums due the 
Freedmen for their Inbor, alike a3 a means of relief for present suffering and of the elevation of the race. 

What difficulties they have encountered, or, how peculiar, none can know so well as they, and they have considered silence a part of their p+- 
triotic sacrifice. This one element of discouragement, one of the most trying to human enterprise and patience, is manifest however, whenever 
we turn our observation on their most exhausting efforts and sacrifices,—so vast and remote, so embarrassed by the conditions of war—were the 
ends to be secured for the freed people, that they could at no step attain more than the slightest earnest of a realization. 

Pressing the return of the people to the plantations, where their industry, health and general improvement would be best promoted ; urging that 
4 pass or contract in the hands ofa black man, should be as sacred and as sure « protection to him as to the white man ; that his industry should 
he as justly paid, that schools should be provided, that the marital and all civil relations should be respected and enforced, that medicines and 
medical attendance should be provided for all sick, and asylum plantations for all entirely dependent, and thus the camps broken up; althouh 
they could mark progress in these and other respects—many even in this unfavorable season having returned to plantations, manv former masters 
having, in accordance with General Grant's order, become in good faith employers; cabins by hundreds having been erected for those still in 
camp ; the young having been taught by thousands ; industry and its payment, and health and comfort having increased, the rate of deaths rap- 
idly diminished, the violations of personal, social and civil relations lessened in number—still they have been compelled tu see  Mlonee—inbep 
when performed, unpaid—sickness without adequate provision for relief—suffering and ignorance unremoved. 

The loyal, benevolent public, have made a noble response——clothing enough, it is thought, is now en route to supply immediate necessities, 

Voluuteer laborers have come forward in large numbers, encouraged by the order isssued by Adjutant General Thomas, furnishing them quar- 
ters and the soldier’s ration. 


Many fanciful notions have been urged for our adoption, alike impracticable, injurious to 


nm 


the freedmen, and, disadvantageous to the Govern 


ment. na, 


Every power has been exerted to the utmost, to attempt just what was possible, practieal, common sense, and nothing more. 
As no man ean predetermine in detail his own destiny, so, it has been felt, no one can mark out the exact steps in the progress of a race; nor 


has it been forgotten how any misstep might damage the yeneral confidence in the policy of the Government, or delav the restoration of ite le- 


gitimate authority over rebellious districts. 
There is no little gratification in reflecting that this supervision in the year or more of perplexity and darkness that has passed, has never 


idopted a principle which has proved impractical or worked injury to the freedmen or the Government—'ut has steadily held in view the gene- 


ral results, securing the interests of Government by bettering the condition of the freedmen, and throwing their weight alike as soldiers and Ja- 
borers into the scale of loyalty ; towards which, events with all their eddies and counter-currents have been moving. 
No personal ends have been sought ; there has been no embarras-ment from a Proecrustian seheme: ey ery principle adopted has been patient- 


ly tried by the test of facts. 
Ax this organization for the super Vision and protection of freedmen and their industry P has advanced toward completion, and assumed the ac- 
tual discharge of its duties, increasing evidence has been furnished of its adaptation to the necessities to be met. 


The General Office was removed from Memphis to Vicksburg, to be nearer the center of the greatest demand upon it; a District Office for West 


Tennessee was established at Memphis, for Arkansas, at Helena, for Natchez at that place, and local superintendents assigned wherever deman- 
The surgeon of the 9th naturally became Medical Director of freedmen, and 


ded. A complete sub-division of Jabor is rapidly working itself out 
The Quartermaster. 


has already taken a carefal survey of their medical necessities, and for the time has accomplished much in supplying them. 
by being made Acting Assisting Q. Mo of Freedmen, naturally Jooks after all the property required in their supervision ; the Chaplain, after 
echools, education, ete.; each assisted as far as required by other officers; each, too, adopting a system of reports according to specified forma, 


which bring the whole field and ail the people under view atthe General Office, for correction of mistakes or abuses, or, for the constant im- 


provements in general plan or details. 
To withdraw this organization, or to declare that it is not needed, would be to sav thot thirty thousand people require no governing or protec- 


tion in th® midst of the soctal upheavals of intestine war. We should pronounee the man mad, who would advocate such an idea as possible, in 


a time of profound peace. How much move now ? 

The organization is “8 js manifest, adapted by simple instrumentalities, to do for the freed people the simple things which the circumstances 
and the times render Hecessurs - viz: To supervise the provision of their food, shelters and labor. “us fay “as they must depend temporarily upon 
the Government; their supply of medicince and medical attendance ; their educational necessities ; to promt their industry, to protect them from 


abuse, enforce the inviolability of all agreements with them. 


If this svatem was adopted in all the Military Departments where the gathering of these people renders supervision necessary ; and a Head 


appointed to open a Bureau in the War Office, under the immediate direction of the Secretary of W.t. [have no doubt its wisdom would be in- 


dicated to present and future generutions. 

These people, like whites inand around tie army, must be under inartiallaw. The War Dep irtment, under these circumstances, alone can adminis- 
ter and execute justice. The Treasury can only provide regulations for the conduct of men with reference to money transactions ; the War De- 
partment can govern them as far as required with reference to all the duties of citizens, or husband or child; that is, punish if these relations 


are violated, and enforce any regulations of pecuniary transactions provided by the Treasury. The bill providing an Emancipation Bureau in the 


War Office, seems to me, with what facts I have before me, to meet the necessity; | mean in general, I have not yet seen its details. 
Not only is the necessary governing power with the army, but it has a complete system of supplying food, medicines, etc.; and holds. these 


supplies safe at its great depots. These people ean only be safe as rendered so by the army, and consequently will need their supplies near the 


same depots. 
This organization, military in its character, is exactly adapted to the army methods of busineas of receiving and distributing supplies. Any aii 


ganization other than military,would necessarily be at great expense to institute a new system of purchasing, transporting, storing and disbursing, 
and then, independent of the army, its officers at any temporary post, might wake up some morning and find themselves and their stores left by 
the troops, compelled, possibly, to secret movement, unprotected from the hovering guerrillas. 

The true system, it seems to me, is this one, in which the War Department provides for the protection and supervision of the freedmen, and 
the Treasury for the leasing of abandoned plantations, the collection of revenue, as tax or otherwise, the sale of goods and the disbursing of 


funds.

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UCTIONS TO SUPERINTENDENTS. 


OFFICE GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF FREEDMEN,4 
DEPARTMENT TENNESBEE AND STATE OF ARK ng > 
Vicksburg, Miss., March 19, 1864. 9 

Kor the purpose of protecting the Freedmen under this Supervision, on the 
one hand, and of giving trustworthiness to labor on the other, the following rules 
and regulations are to be observed between Freedmen and their employers in 
the Department of the Tennessee and State of Arkansas. Superintendents of 
Freedmen will carefully observe and execute the orders upon which this 
supervision is based, steadily and earnestly laboring to secure the interests of 
the Government by improving the condition, usefulness and character of the 
freed people, and they will endeavor to render available, as far as possible, all 
efforts of volunteer laborers, and of charity looking to their good. They will 
also make special effort to render all possible aid in carrying out Orders No, 9, 
issued by Brig. Genl. L. Thomas, Adjt. Genl. Ul. S. A., regulating labor of 
Freedmen on plantations. Particular attention is called to Circular issued from 
thix office, Feb. 17th, LR64. 

L....ti all cases the agreement sliall be aaade in good faith, and be the free act ofthe parties: whem 
made, it shall be put in definite form, and signed: and shall be witnessed and approved by the 
Superintemdent of Freedmen, who ehall eaforce its inviclability upon the respective parties, furnish- 
ing each a eopy. and retaininga third on file in hie (Mee. The copy cr the pure ecaneeted with it. im 
the hands ef tie employee shall be the only military pass required when In the regular discharge of 
his or her duty, and shall be respected, the same as a pass in the hands of any white person. A 
special permit from the Superintendent will be required to pass an employee out of his distriet. AM 
agreements, at their alteration or expiration, will be taken up by the Superintendent of Freedmen. 

[1....The use of the lash, paddle, and all other crucl means of punisliment, and any treatment of 
cmployecs by their employers, inconsistent with their freedom, are prohibited. | Tf either employer or 
employes cousiders himself or herself agygreived, he or she will make complaint to the Superintendent 
of Frecdinen, who is empowered to take testimony, investigate facts, and apply the necessary Cor- 
rective. 

I1Lf.... Accurate accounts will be kept by all employers with cach employee, subject to the examina- 
tion of the Superintendent of Frecdimen. At the endof cach mouth a card will be given each laborer, 
or a statement entered in his pass book, showing the time worked aad the payments iuade. 

LV....Employers, when #o agreeing, will be required, in addition to the wages paid actual lal orers, 
to provide quarters and subsistence for the family proper of the employee, including children and 
dependent parents. Food, ample and healthful, and, as a rule, a separate tenement will be furnished 

for each family of four or more persous over the age of fifteen years, Special regard will be had 
to sanitary conditic ns, 

V....8chools will be provided for Edlucation of Freedimen, which all between six and twelve vears 
of age will be required to attend; all employers of freedmen will encourage Uhis attendance, No 
person will teach among freedmen except those accredited by the Superintendent of Freedimen. 

VI....Medical attendance and supplies will be under the special supervision of the Medical Director 
of Freedmen, No persons will practice medicine among these people except those accredited by the 
Maslical Director of Freedmen. 

VI1....All colored men and women, living together as husband and wife, shall be required to be 
married at once by an authorized person, « propercertificate of which will be given. All emplovers 
and others connected with the freed eon will enforce the strict observance of all duties crowing 
out of the marital relation of husband and wife, of parent and child. 

VILL....8uperintendents will encourage the enlistment of the able-bodied men tito the military ae 
service, and will require the industry of all others able to work, Those disposed, and compctgemt 
to carry on individual enterprise, will be furnished all necessary permits and protection. All not 
employed in accordance with existing orders, or as the General Superinteadent may dircet, will be 
reported to the Superintendent of the Home Farm, 

X....Employers will report to the Superintendents all births, deaths and marriages among the 
people in their employ, and the Superintendents will keep an exact registration of the same, 
and likewise that of arrivals and removals, and include the same in their monthly reports. 

X....Each Superintendent will make a monthly report of the peonee uhder his charge to the Gen 
eral Superintendent, as well as «uch other reports as commanding officers may require. All forme 
used in the business of the Department, including passes, permits, marriage certificates, ctc.. will 
be prescribed or approved by the General Superintendent.
